The method which is used through the Re­ 
construction Finance corporation is designed 
to aid all the way down the line. 
The Recon­ 
struction Finance Corporation provides for a 
fund of $2,ooo,ooo,(xx), $500,000,000 appropri­ 
ated by the Congress, and $1,500,000,000 to be 
issued in debentures guaranteed by the na­ 
tional government. 
This fund may be loaned 
to corporations and banks which find it im­ 
possible to borrow at this time when the credit 
structure of the country has broken down, and 
so many banks have been compelled to close or 
to curtail because of their frozen assets. 
The 
existence of that Corporation already has had 
a great deal of influence by creating confi­ 
dence. 
There is some criticism of this on behalf of 
the small borrower. 
But the truth is that the 
effect of this finance corporation already, and 
the knowledge by the banks that they will re­ 
ceive relief, Is affecting tire bonks’ r e l a t i o n s h i p 
to bcsrowers, both large and small. 
And just 
in proportion as the bank is relieved itself, it is 
able to pass on the relief farther down the line. 
It should be borne in mind that nearly 90 
per cent of all the business of the country in 
normal times is done on credit, and less than 
10 per cent by money payments. It is the credit 
which has been so seriously injured.
